Know your (return) rights 



Keep the receipt 

Receipts make or break a 
smooth return process. Make a 
plan to keep them, get copies, 
or consider giving them with 
your gift. 

Check the 
policy rules 

Most retailers post their return 
policies and provide a written 
copy of the policy upon request. 
The store’s return policy should 
include whether returns are 
subject to any fees, including 
restocking fees. In some cases, 
defective products must be 
returned to the manufacturer 
rather than the retailer based 
upon the product’s warranty. 

Don’t open 
packaged gifts 

If there’s any doubt you want to 
keep it, hold off on the scissors. 
Packaged toys, housewares or 
electronics can be difficult to 
return once opened unless the 
item is damaged. 

Act fast 

Many stores post special 
holiday return policies, and 
the more time that ticks by, the 
more hoops you’ll have to jump 
through. Know when the re- 
turns are accepted by, which is 
generally 30 days from the date 
of purchase.

Want to upgrade those boring 
holiday gifts?

Tliat wonderful gift from under the tree might not be such a perfect fit 
now that it’s been unwrapped, and a deluge of returns is expected to be- 
gin this weelc. 

The Better Business Bureau cautions that returning or exchanging 
items is a privilege, not a right— a business is not obligated to accept 
items for refund, exchange or credit except in cases where the item is 
defective or misrepresented. 

“Inevitably, following the holidays, the BBB receives hundreds of com- 
plaints from consumers because they’re not able to return a gift,” said 
Steve J. Bernas, Better Business Bureau president & CEO. “It’s important 
for consumers to Icnow that retailers have specific return and exchange 
policies and unless the merchandise is defective or misrepresented, your

purchase could be final.” 

In some cases, defective products must be returned to the manufac- 
turer rather than the retailer, and health regulations might forbid returns 
of such items as hats, fragrances, bathing suits or intimate apparel. 

The BBB has some suggestions for helping make the experience of gift 
returns less stressful for customers and retailers. 


Do you want 
cash back? 

Stores that offer refunds as a 
policy do so voluntarily and, in 
most cases, are not compelled 
by state or federal law to do so. 
In almost every case, a sales 
slip or some other evidence 
that the item actually was pur- 
chased at a particular store also 
is required. 

Check the warranty 

Some products have warran- 
ties that spell out the manufac- 
turer’s liability if the product is 
defective. Reading a product’s 
warranty before returning an 
item to a store is highly recom- 
mended. Always read and un- 
derstand a contract before you 
sign it; never sign a blank con- 
tract and always keep a copy of 
the contract.

Lessons from 
a CTA journey 


'ITie end is here. 
Every week since 
April 2009 , 1 took a 
different CTA bus 
in an attempt to ride 
every route from end 
to end* The project 
ended Thursday after 
139 routes* 

After more than 
Wz years of riding 
buses, I have picked 
up some wisdom (and 
a deep appreciation 
for personal space). 

» Some bus drivers aren't just drivers — 
they also serve as confidants* It's interesting 
to watch the dynamic between rider and 
driver* A/lany riders ignore drivers while some 
chat away with them as they steer the bus* 

On one University of Chicago route, a bus 
driver asked riders about a female rider who 
wasn’t on the bus. The riders said she was 
running a few minutes behind. The driver 
waited for her. 

» If bus drivers are driving faster than their 
schedule, some will stop at green lights just 
to get back on schedule. This can be frustrat- 
ing to riders who just want to get to their 
destinations. 

» Customer service, as a whole, is good. Bus 
drivers are multitaskers. They have to drive 
the bus, watch traffic and help riders who 
need assistance amid noise and crowds on the 
bus. \fery few times did I see a rude driver. 

» Riders, on the other hand, aren’t always 
polite. There are riders who throw their 
food on the floor, yell at the driver or other 
passengers, loudly talk or play music on their 
cellphones and bang on the windows if they 
miss their stop* 


V-EBRATE NEW YEAR S 

The CTA again will offer New Year’s rides 
for a penny from 10 p.m. Saturday until 4 
a.m. Sunday* To avoid paying full fare, rid- 
ers should pay the fare with a penny and 
not with (heir Chicago Cards. Meanwhile. 
Miller Lite is offering free shuttle service in 
the Loop and on the North Side from 7 p.m. 
Saturday until 2 a.m. Sunday. Visit miller 
Ittefreeridesxom for information. 


» Priority seating is intended for the 
elderly and people with disabilities, but even 
if you fall into these categories there’s still 
some dispute over who should sit where. 
After suffering a stress fracture last year, I 
became acquainted with the priority seating 
system and witnessed arguments over who in 
that area was *'morc disabled” and deserved 
the coveted scat at the front of the bus next 
to the space where bags can be placed. 

» There are few amenities at CTA stations 
that double as bus depots such as the Mid- 
way Orange and 95th Red stops. 'There are 
a couple of heaters to share at the 95th Red 
Line stop, and while riders can wait (or their 
bus inside the Midway stop, it can get pretty 
chilly in there as well. 

» There are some oddly placed bus stops. 
The No. 54B South Cicero travels between 
the Ford City Mall and Ccrmak/Kcnton, 
a nondescript stop by an auto store and 
blocks away from the Cicero Pink Line. The 
No. 152-Addison travels on Addison Street 
between the lake shore and a C'umbcrland 
Avenue stop by Schiller Woods. 

» CTA buses are the cheapest and easiest 
way to get to know Chicago. And if you 
decide to ride all of them, just remember that 
patience and hand washing go a long way.

Everyone loves caffeine. 

In North America alone, some 
research has concluded, up to 
90 percent of adults say 
they consume caffeine reg- 
ularly. Yet for centuries, it 
has been occasionally at- 
tacked as an unhealthy-even 
immoral-substance. 

Consider coffee, a potent caf- 
feine delivery system. According 
to coffee trader and historian 
Antony Wild’s book “Coffee: A 
Dark History,” the beverage was 
first widely consumed in the 
15th century by Yemeni Sufis, 
mystic adherents of Islam who 
depended on coffee to stay 
awake for nighttime rituals. 

But by 1511, after the drink had 
arrived in Mecca, some had be- 
come suspicious. Kah’ir Bey, ruler 
of the city, banned coffee after a 
long debate about its spiritual pu- 
rity. The decree, however, didn’t 
last long: When the coffee-loving 
Ottoman Empire conquered the 
region in 1517, Wild writes, two 
doctors who had supported the 
ban were chopped in two at the 
waist. 

Coffee criticism, though, con- 
tinued to surface in the Middle 
East and eventually Europe, 
where the drink caught on in the 
17th century. 

More challenges came in the 
20th century, when caffeine be- 
came a crucial part of the soft 
drink industry. In 1911, the federal 
government sued Coca-Cola 
for selling a beverage that con- 
tained the supposedly harmful 
ingredient. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration took another hard 
look at caffeine in 1980 and ini- 
tially proposed eliminating it from 
soft drinks. Soda companies coun- 
tered that it was a “flavor enhanc- 
er” that should be allowed, and 
the agency eventually agreed. 

“If caffeine had not been ac- 
cepted as a flavor enhancer, but 
had been regarded as a psychoac- 
tive ingredient, soft drinks might 
have been regulated by the FDA 
as drugs,” wrote a trio of Johns 
Hopkins University scholars, sum- 
ming up the controversy in a 2009 
research paper, tribune

Emily Marchant had a can of Red Bull at her 
elbow as she went over an assignment in a 
Harper College library carrel. She is a long- 
standing fan of the beverage, usually drinking 
one a day when she needs a boost. 

But she also knows what it’s like to take it 
too far. Two years ago, she was a designated 
driver for pub-hopping friends in England 
when she absent-mindedly downed four of 
the drinks. She ended up with a bad case of 
the shakes that lasted for hours. 

“\eah,” she said, “that didn’t work out so 
good.” 

Marchant, 21, of Lake in the Hills, recov- 
ered, but according to a federal report, some 
energy drink fans haven’t been so lucky: 
Emergency room visits involving the bever- 
ages have risen tenfold in the U.S. since 2005. 
While many of the visits were the result of 
combining energy drinks with alcohol or 
drugs, 56 percent were due to the consump- 
tion of energy drinks alone. 

The report, issued last month by the federal 
Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration, is the latest piece of criticism 
directed at the fast-growing, multibillion-dol- 
lar energy drink industry Some researchers 
and physicians say the beverages, which typi- 
cally contain lots of caffeine, are unhealthy 
“The kids are coming in with heart palpi- 


tations, lightheadedness, dizziness, feeling 
faint and headaches,” said Dr, Todd Zim- 
merman, medical director of EmergiKids for 
the Alexian Brothers Health System, “Then 
we go through the history and it turns out 
they’re drinking up to eight to u of these 
drinks a day.” 

The American Beverage Association, 
which represents the drink makers, attacked 
the federal report, saying it did not account 
for the overall health of the people who had 
supposedly downed energy drinks. It said the 
cases— 13,114 in 2009, the latest year report- 
ed— accounted for a tiny percentage of the 
nation’s 123 million yearly ER visits. 

The association also contended that main- 
stream energy drinks have half the caffeine 
of an equivalent-size cup of coffee. Some 
researchers, though, compare them to soft 
drinks, which the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention have found to be much 
more popular than coffee among teens. 

Art Kubic, a pharmacist at the Illinois 
Poison Center, said 60 of its 81,000 calls last 
year were related to energy drinks. He said 
caffeine overdoses can produce a range of un- 
pleasant symptoms. 

“If it’s something where they’re feeling a 
little sick to their stomach and have thrown 
up, we’ll say avoid any sources of caffeine, 
other stimulants, nasal decongestants, then 


follow up in a couple of hours,” he said. “If 
those more concerning symptoms develop— 
palpitations, multiple vomiting, fast heart 
rate— we’d be more likely to send them [to a 
hospital],” 

Daniel Evatt, a Johns Hopkins researcher 
who has studied caffeine dependence, said 
warning labek might be a good idea, espe- 
cially since energy drink marketing— often 
with images of skateboarding, BMX racing 
and other extreme sports — seems designed to 
appeal to young people who might not have a 
large tolerance for caffeine. 


“Caffeine is the most commonly used psy- 
choactive drug in the world,” he said. “Many 
people do use it without any problems at all. 
But anytime you’re talking about a drug, that 
can have problems associated with it.” 

Brad Karl son, an 18 -year-old student at 
Harper College in Palatine, said he researches 
energy drinks and monitors his heart rate to 
be sure his daily can of Monster Energy is safe. 
He’s concluded that all is well. 

“I’m pretty sure it gives me a little bit of 
a boost, but I don’t [notice the effects] any- 
more,” he said.

For nearly two decades, folks have gathered 
at Malcolm X College to celebrate Kwanzaa, a 
non-religious holiday created to honor and pre- 
serve African-American history and heritage. 

But Monday marked the first time they did 
so without Baba I lannibal Afrik, who is credit- 
ed with starting the local event. Tlie former Far- 
ragut I ligh School teacher, whose Swahili name 
translates to “father,” died last summer at 77. 

TTiose attending opening ceremonies, 
however, were not mourning Afrik, Malcolm 
X professor Reginah Walton said as she stood 


before a shri le dedicated to Afrik and others. 

“We are celebrating his transition to the 
ancestral realm,” Walton said, explaining that 
death does not amount to “the end” according 
to African belief 

I lundreds gathered at the West Side college 
for the 17th edition of the Kwanzaa celebra- 
tion, which began with a traditional African 
ceremony. Elsewhere, vendors readied booths 
piled high with brightly colored dashikis and 
handmade jewelry, while drummers filled the 
hallways with an echoing African rh)thm. 

Each of the seven days of Kwanzaa repre- 


sents a principle, including purpose, creativ- 
ity and faith, set out to guide people through 
the course of their daily lives. On Monday, the 
principle was unity. 

“Ids good to keep the principles in your 
head throughout the year,” said Attia Gray, 14, 
of I lammond, Ind., who has been attending 
the Kwanzaa festival since she was a child. 

I ler mother. Kitten Gray, a vendor, said she 
and her children have benefited from being 
part of the community, which she described 
as an extended family 

“Through the grace of God, we always find 


what we r.eed,” she said. 

A'lany will return Tuesday for a special trib- 
ute to Afrik. 

“To lose Baba is like losing an arm,” said 
Shirley McT-aurine, 62, a South Side resident. 

As boys, McLaurine’s two grandsons at- 
tended Shule Ya Watoto, a I-awndale institu- 
tion started by Afrik to offer children's classes 
in African heritage. 

“He brought us everything we didn’t know 
about ourselves, about Africa,” she said. “For 
my grandsons, it gave them a kind of man- 
hood they would not have known about.”

Soidier paraiyzed 
at homecoming 


California police were searching Monday 
for a man accused of shooting and paralyz- 
ing a U.S. Army member at a homecoming party 
in his honor. 

Christopher Sullivan, 22, had just returned 
home from Kentucky, where he was stationed 
while recovering from injuries sustained during a 
suicide bombing attack in December 2010 while 
he was in Afghanistan. 

Sullivan, 22, was shot at the party in his honor 
on Friday after an “argument and physical con- 
frontation” with 1 9 -year-old Ruben Ray Jurado, 
San Bernadino police Sgt. Pete Higgins told 
CNN. He is wanted on charges of attempted 
murder, police said. 

The fight broke out after Jurado and Sullivan’s 
younger brother began arguing about football. 


PURPLE HEART HONOREE 

The San Bernardino County Sun reported 
that Army Spc. Christopher Sullivan nar- 
rowly survived a suicide bomb attack, which 
killed five members of his unit and left him 
with a cracked collarbone and brain damage. 
Sullivan was awarded the Purple Heart after 
the incident. 



Sullivan’s mother told CNN. 

Suzanne Sullivan said she was distraught 
over the news that her son, who was already 
recovering from injuries sustained during his 
tour abroad, had returned home only to be 
paralyzed during a party in the U.S. 

“He once told me that if defending this 
country takes his life, so be it,” she said. “But to 
see he survived that and now for this to happen 
to him just breaks my heart.”
